President Barnes spoke to 600 Streator citi- 
nens in One of the greatest Browne strong- 
holds in the Thirty-ninth senatorial! district. 
He had been preceded by NMttle Agnes Nes- 
tor of Chicago, speaking on behalt of the 
organized women laborers of II 

Miss Nestor exposed the legislative record 
of Browne in connection with the women's 
labor law, when Browne with a sneer said 
to Miss Nestor: “Why, you w have no 
right to a law which prevents you from 
working all the time.“ 

Charies L. Capen of Bloomington was the 
first speaker of the evening before the au- 
dience at the Plum Opera house. Mr. Capen, 
a former president of the Illinois State Bar as- 
sociation, assailed Browne without restraint 
because of the attitude of Browne and his 
gang at Springfield in 1900 on all matters of 
progressive legislation.

being ruined dy their 1 if they 
414 not get them. The shippers demanded 
rebates of the railroads and the raflroads 
granted rebates to certain shippers until they 
got into a network of preferences from which 
they were unable to extricate themselves by 
any individual action on their part. 

After some difficulty, eccompa anied by the 
usual statement that I was ruining the busi- 
ness interests of the country, we got the 
rebate practice definitely stopped: 

“Of. course no great change of that kind 
has ever been made without incidental hard- 
ship being suffered by many good people. 
You cannot make a change and not suffer 
from the dislocation. Some good people and 
some communities did suffer, and I think that 
Kansas City was one community that for the 
time being suffered considerably. Kansas 
City had rebates that, I think, at times were 
as high as 35 per cent, and I was quite pre- 
pered for an outbreak of dissatisfaction from 
Kansas City. But it is to your oredit I ro- 
cetved approval.“

PLANS TO SPEND $12,000,000. 
Denver and Rio Grande Railroad to

‘Washington, D. C,, — 1.—[Special.}— 
The text of Secretary 248 Veagh ** letter to 
J. B. Forgan of Chicago, ruling upon, the 
class of commercial paper to the 
government as security for emergency 
rency, was made public today. 

The mw provides that commercial paper 
upon which emergency currency may be is- 
sued shall include only notes representing 
actual commercial transactions, which shall 
bear the names of at least two responsible 
persons and have not more than four months 
to run, 

A large proportion of the banks hold the 
notes of reputable individuals and corpora- 
tions which have been bought from note 
brokers. These notes bear only the name 
of the maker. Secretary MacVeagh has 
decided that the indorsement of the holding 
bank upon such notes will constitute the 
second indersement which the law calls for. 


Law IAberally Interpreted. 

Mr. MacVeagh also holds that notes issued 
by reputable persons for the carrying on of 
bona fide business and which are discounted 
at banks, represent actual commerial trans- 
actions and are distinct from what is known 
as accommodation paper. The latter is 
strictly barred from being used as the basis 
of an issue of emergency currency, 

In making a liberal interpretation of the 
term commercial paper the secretary of the 
treasury holds it to be what the banks them- 
gelves consider it, and has endeavored to 
conetrue the law so as to meet the needs of 
the business ‘financial world. 

The way now is made clear for the banks 
of the United States to put into circulation 
$6500,000,000 in emergency money at the first 
sign of a financial stringency. 


Single Name Paper Acceptable, 

Commenting on the decision Acting Secre- 
tary O. Piatt Andrew said today: 

“Mr, MacVeagh takes the ground that the 
commercial paper referred to in the law as 
available collateral for additional currency 
issued by banks through national currency 
associations is the clas# of paper the banks 
regard as commercial paper and that ‘ single 
name paper,’ representing actual commer- 
cial transactions and having no more than 
four months to run, could be used in order 
to obtain additional currency f given the 
indorsement of the bank desiring such cur- 
rency. 

“The secretary believes that the ‘iwo 
name’ requirement will be met by the 
makers name and the indorsement of the 
bank; that no paper held by the banks more 
certainly represents ‘actual, commercial 
transactions than the paper now known as 
commercial paper in all financial circles.”
